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PREFACE 


In  making  this  collection  of  National  Songs  of  Northern  Europe  the  Editor^s  aim  has 
heen  to  select,  not  only  from  the  musical  literature  of  our  own  time  examples  of  the  Songs 
of  the  most  popular  composers  of  Scandinavia  and  Russia,  but  to  add  also  some  of  the  many- 
ancient  characteristic  Melodies  belonging  to  these  regions. 

It  will  be  readily  understood  that  the  selection  of  some  eighty  specimens  from  the  vast 
material  at  hand,  consisting  of  the  songs  of  seven  distinct  nationalities,  has  been  by  no  means 
an  easy  task.  The  Editor,  however,  cherishes  the  hope  that  he  may  be  instrumental  in 
directing  the  lover  of  National  Songs  to  a  comparatively  new  field,  full  of  interest. 

The  translations  have  been  made  as  close  to  the  originals  as  idiomatic  peculiarities  and 
the  exigencies  of  musical  rhythm  permitted

*  Skrzynecki.  (pronoiinre  Skrshe  netz-key,)  a  Polish  officer,  was  intrusted  by  the  Polish  National  Parliament,  during  the  strujiKle  of 
that  nation  for  liberation  from  the  Russian  yoke,  flSSO— 3i;  with  the  coniniaud-iii-chief  of  the  national  foro-'-s.  Bkrzvnecki  gained 
Bome  brilliant  victories  over  the  Russian  armies  ("March  lo  August,  1831  ,  but  the  fruits  of  his  successes  were  lose  by  his  uniicconntable 
hesitation  in  prosecuting  them  to  the  end.  The  suspicion  that  he  temporised  with  the  Russians  for  his  own  ends  U\'  the  National 
Parliament  to  institute  a  court  of  inquiry  into  his  generalship.  He  then  resigned  the  chief  command,  after  holdirg  it  for  ths  brief  period 
of  about  8  months,  during  which  his  victories  had  raised  the  nation's  hopes  to  the  highest  point.

*  Rura,  Eun,  (pronounce  Eoon.) — ancient  North  European  word,  signifjMng  "song,"  or  "speech";  Rano,  "air,"  or  "ballad."  On 
popular  holidays  the  widely  scattered  inhabitants  of  Finland  assemble  at  well-known  meeting-places,  when  target  firing,  wrestling,  and 
extempornneous  singing  of  Hums  form  the  staple  amusements. 

In  the  old  traditional  Rimas,  which  have  been  preserved  through  centuries  by  oral  transmission,  the  deeds  of  the  heroes  of  the  North, 
as  well  as  the  legends  of  the  Northern  Mythologv  are  related.  In  the  extempnrnnmus  Runn  of  our  time,  important  events  in  family  life  are 
mostly  the  subjects ;  or  they  may  be  the  result  of  a  public  competition,  in  which  both  women  and  men  take  part.  On  these  occasions  the 
Runa  forms  the  vehicle  by  which  peculiarities  or  frailties  of  individuals  are  turned  into  ridicule. 

The  Miigic  Runa  was  believed  to  possess  great  powers  of  evil,  and  an  old  Finnish  law,  dating  from  the  time  when  Christianity  was 
Introduced  into  these  countries,  prohibits  the  singing  of  Magic  Runes  or  other  witchcraft  under  punishment  of  exile.  The  above  example 
gives  a  fair  idea  of  the  semi-barbaric  glow  of  imaginatiou  which  characterises  this  class  of  songs.
